IT IS UP TO THE PEOPLE 


Under the American system of government there is absolutely no 
reason for the people not getting all that they want which the gov- 
ernment can give them. They have the power absolutely in their 
hands and if they do not use it the-fault is theirs and no one else’s. 

The Recall gives the people the right to remove any objection- 
able public official whom they may ‘have elected to any office. It is 
of course possible for: any people'to be deceived. The mass of 
people is no more infallible than the individual. The case of Sena- 
tor James C.' Owens ida case in point. The senator was asked if he 
would support a mimber of measutes... With an. alacrity that was 
highly creditable he said hei would, and his constituents had every 
reason 'to suppose tliat he would keep his word. . Meii as a rule keep 
their ‘word, and to break your .word is considered anything but 
honorable and creditable. The ‘voters therefore ofthis district’ had 
every reason to suppose that James C. Owens whom they had’ hon- 
ored several times‘ before would keep his word. Note they took no 
chances on his saying hedid not understand, They wrote him ask- 
ing him where he stood on a number of subjects and he replied that 
he ;would: support them. His loye for Union Labor was like that 
of a child for its parent, and he really only wanted to go to Saera- 
mento to serve the people who sent him there. That was James C. 
Owens before: the election. He was elected, went to Sacramento 
and behold there came over him a change. His behavior there was 
in line with the old-time politicians who took orders not from the 
people but from a political boss, and no man ever sat in the Senate 
who violated his pledges more plainly, more continually and more 
inconsistently than James C. Owens. To prove that, only compare 
his votes, or dodges with what he promised in August, 1912.

Of course such an election 
is an impossibility because the people to carry out such a scheme 
do not exist in Mexico. 

It is a curious fact that the men who by edueation and knowledge 
it would be Supposed are best acquainted with the psychology of 
nations and people, have the Inost impossible theories of any that 
are proposed. The present president of the United States is a 
university man. For many years he was at the head of one of the 
great universities of the country and should be well acquainted with 
the racial characteristics of the Mexican people, yet he proposes a 
plan in the matter of their eleetion that any school boy could have 
told him was impracticable, and not only in Mexico, but in the Philip- 
pines and all other countries where we have to deal with an inferior 
race he proposes schemes and suggests plans that are predestined 
to failure. 

In the case of Mexico it is evident that the people are not in 
shape to hold elections as we do in this country. Even in Europe 
the Latin races are never able to hold eleetions and agree peaceably 
with the results. When to that Latin blood is added other races, 
such as the Indian and negro, the possibilities of carrying out a gov- 
erament along Anglo-Saxon ideas are even less in evidence. Only 
a dreamer could have conceived such an idea, and the President of 
the United States should not be a dreamer, , 

We do not look for any improvement in the government of Mex- 
ico as a result of this new move. It will be still a continual slaughter 
and finally undoubtedly we shall be forced to take a more or less 
active part in bringing about peace.

NOT AFFECTED 
BY REDUCTION 


“The Richmond postoffice has no- 
ticed no reduction in its parcel post 
business’ since the recent reduction 
of the express rates,” stated Post- 
master Sam Jenkins yesterday. “The 
reason for this,” he added, “is be- 
cause the companies have still failed 
to compete with us in local rates, 
For instance, we charge 13 cents for 
& one-pound delivery at Sacramento 
from Richmond, and the express rate 
is much higher. 

“The eastern business has never 
been very heavy, but so far we have 
not been affected. The government 
cannot expect to compete for eastern 
business unless the through rates 
are lowered.”’

HARBOR SURVEY 
READY NEXT 
MONTH 


Colonel Thomas H. Rees, United 
States army engineer, announces 
that the completed outline for the 
harbors for the east bay cities will 
be ready for forwarding to the board 
of rivers and harbors engineers of 
the War Department at Washington 
within the next two weeks. The 
project upon which Rees has been 
working for nearly a year past is 
practically completed and will be 


ready for submission to the depart-f 


ment ehgineers before this month 
ends. 

The project calls for a channel 
1200 feet wide, to extend along the 
water ‘fronts of Richmond, Albany, 
Berkeley and Emeryville to a south- 
ern entrance near the Key Route 
pier in Oakland. The cost of this 
gigantic project to give one and a 
uniform harbor system for the prin- 
cipal east bay cities will cost, it is 
estimated, between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000, and with the proper 
presentation of the project to the 
War Department and to Congress 
the work can be started and complet- 
ed before 1918 elapses. Rees hopes 
that the project will receive a pre- 
liminary endorsement by the War 
Department, so that the surveys for 
the work can be ordered by Secre- 
tary of War Garrison this summer.
